General of Idaho. ; 

JOEL PRESCOTT, an old resident of 
Chicago,was found on the morning of the 9th 
lying in the doorway of his basement with 
his brains beaten out. His pockets had been 
rifled, but nothing of value was captured. 
Four arrests have been made on suspicion. 

AT San Jose, Cal., the other day, Miss 
Belle Cook defeated Miss Ida Rogers in a 
racing contest for $2,000, making ten miles 
in twenty-one minutes. 

At Syracuse, N. Y., July 9, James 
Hawks, a laborer, killed his wife while ona 
drunken spree. He said on being arrested, 
“I’m glad of it; it’s a good thing for me.” 

In a railroad collision at Cork, Ire- 
land, July,9, thirty persons were injured, 
twelve of whom, it is expected, will die. 

An enraged stallion at Coldwater, 
Mich., the other day knocked down a horse- 
man named Leighton, kelt upon him, bit off 
the under-lip and chin, and shattered the 
bones of his left hand. : 

A younG lady residing near Wabash, 
Ind., suffering from an affection of the 
stomach, has eaten little or nothing for the 
past two months, being kept from starvation 
by injections.

Mr. Vest epposed it, holding among other 
things that the era of canal building was 
ast. Mr. Hawley doubted the practica- 
jility of the scheme. Mr. Sherman re- 
garded the matter as not pertinent to the 
bill, andone that should be considered 
as & separate measure. Mr. Mor- 
gan, wureing the unconstitutionality 
of the canal scheme, said its purpose was to 
discriminate against one portin favor of an- 
other by diverting the trafiic from New Or- 
leans to Chicago and breaking bulk at the 
latter point. Mr. Dawes said he would vote 
for the item with the fnll appreciation of the 
magnitude and andeur of the great na- 
tional work to which the Government would 
thereby commit itself........ In the House, 
the sundry civil bill was taken up, Mr. But- 
terworth replying to Mr. Bayne’s criticisms 
of the administration, In the course of his. re- 
marks he became involved in an unparlia- 
mentary colloquy with Mr. Cox. The clanse 
appropriating $15,000 for salaries of the Utah 
Commission was struck from the bill. Some 
miscellaneous business was disposed of and 
the House took a recess till evening, when a 
session was devoted to pension claims. 


THE river and harbor bill was’ further 
considered in the Senate on the 8th, the ques- 
tion being upon the amendment providing 
for an additional survey and report on the 


cost and construction. annual maintenance, 
and use ofthe Hennepin Canal. Mr. Logan 
advocated the prone’: Mr. Williams ridicul- 
ed the idea of a little canal with twenty- 
one feet wide locks, such as was now’ con- 


tended for, being sufficient. Mr. Win- 
dom said that the New York and 
Erie Canal had been a success, though 
its width was but eighteen feet. 


He could not understand why a twenty-one- 
foot canal shoyld not be equally successful in 
Iitinois. Mr. Hawley maintained the inade- 
quacy of the cang} estimates, and quoted the 
statement of the engineer who had measured 
the water power ot the Rock River to sub- 
stantiate the accuracy of his previous asser- 
tions. On that point Mr. Butler’s amend- 
ment was carried—yeas, 20; nays, 2]. On 
motion of Mr. Logan a provision was added 
for the survey of the Ililinois and Michi- 
gen Canal and estimates of the cost of en- 
arging the same, etc. The committee amend - 
ment, as modified, was adopted. A report is 
to be made next session. The bill progressed 
smoothly until the Potomac flats loomed up, 
Mr. Ransom reporting an amendment appro- 
priating $500,000 for improvements in the vi- 
cinity of Washington........ In the House the 
conference report on the bank charter 
bill was presented, but withdrawn for cor- 
rection. The sundry civil bill was taken up, 
and the amendment adopted striking out the 
proviso that the National Board ot Health 
shall have power only in yellow fever and 
cholera. The powers of the board were fur- 
ther discussed, and the bill was about half 
finished when the House adjourned. 

THE finance committee amendments to 
the revenue reduction bill were reported 1n 
the Senate, July 10. They change the duties 
on sugar, steel bars andhoop-iron. Theriver 
and-harbor bill came up; anamendment ap- 
propriating $500,000 to reclaim the Potomac 
flats was adopted. An amendment to in- 
crease the appropriation for defense of 
Charleston harbor $200,000 was rejected ....In 
the House the conference report on the bank 
charter bill wasadopted—108to78. Alsoon the 
bill to increase the water supply of the dis- 
trict. Mr. White introduced a joint resolu- 
tion for a suffrage amendment to the Con- 
stitution. On motion of Mr. Schultz, of Ohio, 
the provision was struck from the sundry 
civil bill which provides the managers of 
the National Howe for Disabled Volunteers 
shall apply the excess above five dollars 
monthly pensions of all inmates of a home to 
support said home. 
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LATE NEWS ITEMS. 





THE conference report on the bank 
charter bill was adopted in the Senate, 
July 11, and the river and harbor bill was 
proceeded with. 

THE bombardment of Alexandria by 
the British fleet, July 11, continued until 
evening. All the Egyptian forts were sie 
lenced and three of them were blown up. 
Five men were killed and twenty wounded 
On the ships. 

A Lonvon dispatch says public opin- 
ion favors the seizure of Egypt by England, 
although this intentiun is not openly advo- 
cated, and the bombardment of Alexandria 
may therefore be regarded as merely a first 
step to a military occupation which is in- 
tended to separate Egypt from the Govern- 
ment of the Sultan, turning it into an En- 
glish province. 

THE reservoir at Lebanon, O., burst 
its banks the other day and flooded’ the 
town. Five bridges and several houses were 
sweptaway. Though no lives were lost, 
many narrow escapes were made. The loss 
will not fall short of $50,000, while many 
poor families have lost the fruits of a life of 
toil. 

Two boys, Liehart and Wamble, aged 

13 and 15 respectively, were caught in the 
act of burglarizing a shoe store in San Anto- 
nio, ‘Texas, the other day. They had pre- 
viously entered an adjacent saloon and 
poured oil about the floor, the intention be- 
ing to set it on fire at night for the fun of a 
conflagration. 
. Frank Coss, aged 22, murdered his 
brother Fred, aged 12, at Kalamazoo,Mich., 
July 10, The weapon used was a razor, and 
the deed was premeditated. The only wit- 
ness wasa sister, who gave thealarm. Frank 
made no effort to escape, but was arrested 
while at work in the field three hours later. 
He expressed no concern. The Coroner’s 
jury returned a verdict of willful murder. 

Ar Parksville, Ky., July 10, John 
Rowsie shot and killed his nephew, John 
Lamb. Rowsie and Lamb had quarreled 
and theformer ordered the latter to leave- 
his premises, when Lamb cocked a rifle he 
had fm his hands. Roewsie immediately 
fircd, with fatal effect. . 

THe farm: house of E. F. Lillie, near, 
Coopersville, Mich., was burned the other 
day, an@ his two boys named Martin and 
Roy perished in the flames.

Another experiment, which was made 
three hundred years later, was more 
successful. It was tried on a convict 
from the galleys, Whose life was not 
thought too valuable to risk, and when 
ready for flight he must have been an 
object capable of frightening all the 
birds of the air. ‘He was. surrounded 
with whirls of feathers, curiously inter- 
laced, and extending gradually at suita- 
ble distances in’ a horizontal direction 
from his feet to his neck.’’ - When first 
launched from a height of seventy feet, 
his feelings could not have been envia- 
ble; and the great mass of spectators 
‘watehed him in almost. breathless si- 
lenee. But instead of falling, he went 
down slowly, and landed on his feet, 
with no inconvenience except a feeling 
of sea-sickness. 

Nothing seems to have come of it, as 
men are not flying through the air yet; 
but the Flying Ship may possibly have 
led to the balloon. This strange scheme 
made quite a sensation in the year 1709, 
and the first account of it.was written in 
Portugese, It was invented by a Bra- 
zilian priest, who wanted the King of 
Portugal to adopt it.

Moreover, we may transport 
out of such Places what we please, and 
the Enemy can not hinder it.”’

—A New Yorker has invented an at- 
omizer and air moistener for cloth fac- 
tories, which throws out moisture in a 
mist so fine that itis absorbed ‘by the 
air, and not even the smallest drop of 
water falls upon. machinery or. fabrics. 
The use of such a contrivance is valua- 
ble in creating a healthful atmosphere 
and making it as easy to handle threads 
in our dry air as in the moister air of 
England.—N. Y. Graphic 

—It appears from investigations cov- 
ering a sufficient period for accuracy of 
test that a beech railroad tie, if effectu- 
ally preserved from rotting, is superior 
for the purpose to one of white oak, 
Elm, black and white ash, if effectually 
preserved, are found equal to holding a 
spike about two thirds as well as beech 
or oak and one-third better than chest- 
nut. Soft maple and sycamore hold a 
spike about four-fifths as weil as oak or 
beech, and about one-half better than 
hemlock. Seasoned white oak is about 
one-third less effective than green tim- 
ber. 

—A “chemical lung”’’ is the latest 
thing proposed for the ventilation of 
tunnels. It was lately tested in London 
by fourteen scientists. A room fifteen 
by eighteen feet was kept for an hour at 
a temperature of 82 deg., and the air 
was loaded with impurities. The men 
of science were now called upon to en- 
ter, and the air was made still more im- 
pure by burning sulphur and carbonic 
acid gas. Then the ‘*chemical lung,” 
or punkah, so called, measuring four by 
two and a half feet, was set in motion. 
The temperature was soon reduced to 
65 deg. and the air freed from all impu- 
rities. ‘hen fat was burned to test the 
machine for organic substances, and the 
“lung”? was started up just in time to 
prevent the examining gentlemen from 
running out for fresh air. It is proposed 
to use the invention during the construc- 
tion of the Channel tunnel.—J. Y. Sun.

The local govern- 
ments are, ef course, all inteusely dem- 
ocratic, since the native whites are in 
a large majority. Inthe Federal gov- 
ernment our people are almost entirely 

unrepresented. Out of 13,000 appoiat- 
menta, only % are filled by colored men, 

A splendid record, indeed! 

Industrially our people are almost 

a failure in many sections, notwith- 
standing since the emancipation, the 
colored people of the state have had 

excellent opportunities to acquire prup- 
erty. The masses have shown an in- 
excusable and disastrous neglect in this 

most important motter. They ure with- 

out homes—dependent entirely on 

their dg ly labor: nd on the tendes(?) 

mercies of the baughty caucasian, In 
this needy, poverty-stricken condition, 

destitute of wealth and political infu- 
ence, depending on the white man for 

daily bread, need it be & matter of sur- 

prise that the Negro is an object of 
cuntempt—A social and political out- 

cast. . 

However, there are some exceptions 

and these give hope for the future. 
The American ereed of equality is not 
rooted in this soil. A great gulf of 
prejudice divides the two races. Any- 

thing that savors of equal or political 
rights is expecially unsavory to the 
cnivalrous(?)

The Lgyp- | 
tian cat's fondness for birds doubtless 
enabled him to overcome his aversion to 
wetting his feet. All the world knows 
through Herodotus how the Egyptians 
revered the cat, though, indeed, there 
was searcely any animal which some of 
them did not ignorantly worship. The 
remarks of Herodotus about the personal 
habits of the cat seem to prove almost_ 
to demonstration that the domesticated 
animal was no more known in Greece in 
his time than in the country where Dick 
Whittington introduced it. 

Cats play a considerable part in folk- 
lore, and no wonder. ‘Their ways are 
mysterious and uncanny; they appear 
and disappear unexpectedly ; they haunt 
the paths of the night, and they are the 
only friends of old women with a repute 
for necromancy. We need not, how- 
ever, say, With the intrepid Gubernatis, 
that the cat with white ears in a fairy 
tale is “*the morning twilight ;”’ or ‘‘the 
moon which chases the mice of* the 
night.”? There is a chattering cat in a 
Russian fairy tale, which is killed in the 
territory of a hostile Sultan. M. de 
Gubernatis can not even let the poor 
Sultan off, but explains that he is “the 
wintry night.” What the chattering 
cat is in this case we know not—perhaps 
the wind, or the spring, or anything 
but a cat that chatters. Mme. d’Aul- 
noy’s white cat, /a chatte blanche, has 
not escaped M. de Gubernatis’s queer 
conjectures. The wooden horse of the 
young prince in the taleis *th® forest of 
the night.”” The white cat herself is 
“the white moon;’’ and, whén she is 
metamorphosed into a woman, clad, 
says Mme. d’Aulnoy, ‘‘dans une robe 
d’une legere gaze blanche doublee de 
taffetas couleur de rose,’? the ‘‘white 
moon’’ becomes the ‘‘rosy aurora.”’ It 
is needless to say that the gaflze and 
the rose-colored taffeta are purely in- 
ventions of Mme. d’Aulnoy’s fancy in 
the pleasing region of millinery. To 
revard the rose-colored taffeta as the 
survival of the Mythoperic age, and as a 
proof that the white cat was the moon, 
and became the dawn, is truly worthy 
of M. de Gubernatis. He treats .Esop’s 
cat-woman (probably the Greek polecat- 
woman) in the same way. ‘That the 
bride went to bed can only mean ‘*The 
evening aurora sinks into night.’’ - The 
Italians describe an empty house by 
saying ‘there was not even a cat there.” 
But do they mean that the house is de- 
serted, even by the home-loving domes- 
tic puss? Nothing so commonplace. 
The proverb is derived from the ‘sun en- 
tering the night, where the finds noth- 
ing, or.“‘only the cat moon.’? Black 
cats are not black cats, but they are the 
moonless night, The cat in the bag of 
the proverb has probably a diabolical 
allusion!’? When a German invalid 


sees two cats fight, he thinks it a bad

omen. Why? Because, in M. de Gu- 
bernatis’s opinion, the cats ‘trepresent 
perhaps night and twilight.” It seems 
to be held that men take no interest in 
anything except so far as it may be con- 
sidered a symbol of night or light. 
When montes parturiunt and nasecctur 
ridiculus mus, the reference is not tothe 
immensity of the labor and the minute 
results. Oh, nos ‘‘from the mountain 
come forth the mice of night, the shad- 
ows of night, to which the cat moon and 
cat twilight give chase.” 

But we have had enough of M. de 
Gubernatis, and of the meteorological 
cats which are offered to ‘the world as
